1. INTERNATIONAL STAFF TODAY INFORMED MISSION AND LOCAL SACLANT 
REP THAT FRG MILITARY AIRCRAFT CARRYING THE SPC WILL ARRIVE 

AT DULLES (NOT ANDREWS) AT 1500 LOCAL MONDAY OCTOBER 7. FRG 
AIRCRAFT WILL DEPART DULLES AT 1900 LOCAL THURSDAY, OCTOBER 
10 (NOT OCTOBER 1 1) FOR RETURN TO BONN. FRG REP HAS INFORMED 
IS THAT THERE IS NO FLEXIBILITY IN FLIGHT TIMES, AS THIS IS 
A REGULARLY SCHEDULED WEEKLY RUN. IN VIEW OF BREVITY OF VISIT 
AND LACK OF FLIGHT FLEXIBILITY, VISITS TO OTHER NATO-RELATED
